The summer Assizes opened yesterday. At 
half past elevea o'clock, Chief Justice Begbie 
and Mr. Justice Crease took their seats on the 
Bench. A grand jury was-empanpeiled and 
consisted of the following gentlemen : J. 0.

On receipt of the telegram from 
San Francisco, Wells, Fargo & Co., tele- 
grapbed to Usriboo to Stephenson, informing 
him that his draft bad been dishosored.
